W ashington, Nov. 29.— A cting 
un­ 
der direction of P ostm aster G eneral 
H itchcock, Postoffice Inspectors and 
United S tates m arsh als in 72 leading 
cities of the 
country 
began 
today 
practically sim ultaneously 
raids 
for 
the a rre st of 173 
persons 
charged 
with using the 
m ails 
to 
prom ote 
crim inal m edical p ractices or the sale 
of drugs and instrum ents used for il­ 
legal purposes. 


This concerted official action cov­ 
ered the United S tates from the A t­ 
lantic to the 
Pacific 
and from 
the 
Lakes to the Gulf. Many of the per­ 
sons to be arrested are prom inent, 


com m ercially and socially, in 
their 
communities. Some are leading phy­ 
sicians, others are rich and influen­ 
tial business men, yet others are men 
who live by their wits and are com ­ 
paratively little knowm; one is a Chi­ 
naman who is alleged to have p rac­ 
ticed his calling upon women of his 
own race and upon those of the low­ 
er strata of society.
